Shyness is a frame of mind that shows lack of self-confi 
jdence. It indicates that the person has not had enough social 
experience to feel at ease with others. What one can do about it 
lis the question this teenager is asking: 

(Q)—“1l am 13 years old, attractive, popu 
lar and have many friends. But I am rather 
}shy around boys. I like a boy and I think he 
jlikes me: but I am too shy to say ‘Hi’ to him 
when I see him so he doesn't say ‘Hi’ to me 
either. Could you give me some advice on 
how to act when I see him?” 

(A)--Think of how: you must impress this 
jboy when you see him and don't even Say a 
jword. He must think you don't like him or 
that you are trying to snub him. Naturally 
this does not make a good impression on him 
nor would’it on anyone else. Hurtock 

Of course he doesn’t speak to-you if you seém to cut him. 
No boy wili be foolish enough to run the risk of being snubbed 
by a girl. It is the girl's piace to speak first 
To gain enough confidence to get out the simple sound. 
“Hi,” I suggest that you practice it when you are standing in 
front of a mirror. Watch your facial expression and see if you 


|cannot put on a smile that will make the boy think your “Hi” 


has real meaning to it. 

After you have broken the ice by this simple greeting, wait 
and see what he does.
